Aero Club was early 
booster of aviation

For the purpose of furthering aviation in Terre Haute, the Aero 
Club was organized in 1929 by a group of prominent local business 
men. 

Letters of incorporation of the club were filed in August of 
1929 and the first regular meeting was held Sept. 6, 1929, at the 
Hotel Deming. 

Organizers of the club were Morton F. Hayman, Harry E. Fitch 
and Charles E. Piety. 

Charter members were William E. Bayfield, William W. 
Bayfield, Hamill W. Baker, Frank M. Boyer, Shannon D. Buntin, W. 
Rex Bell, Alfred H. Caffee, Paul S. Cox, H. Joseph Eeserbrook, Har- 
ry E. Fitch, Arthur Foulkes, Morton F. Hayman, Will N. Hamilton, 
Rahe O. Hornung, Warren M. Hussey, Anton Hulman Jr., William R. 
McKeen Jr., Joseph S. McKeen, Frank McCrory, Gordon C. Morris, 
John D. O'Malley, Robert F. Prox, Charles E. Piety, William R. Rott, 
James S. Royse, John P. Royse, William A. Streeter, Robert L. 
Tilley and Homer L. Williams. 

The only charter members left in the club are Buntin and Fitch. 

At the second meeting of the club, the first board of governors 
was chosen with William W. Bayfield elected president and Harry 
E. Fitch, secretary-treasurer. Fitch served in that office consistently 
over the years until 1968, when he resigned and Norman L. Mc- 
Mains succeeded him. 

The purpose of the Aero Club was realized many years ago 
when Hulman Field was opened and aviation was here to stay and 
needed no furthering by local men. The club then became a social 
organization and so it remains today. Traditionally, over the years, 
the men have met for luncheon and have occasional social affairs, 
including an annual New Year's Day Open House for members, 
their wives and guests. 

There are now 121 members. Club rooms are maintained at 
Suite 826 of the Merchants Bank Building, where luncheon is 
served every Monday through Friday. 

Originally, the club had clubrooms in the old Hotel Deming for 
a number of years. Then, there was a clubroom on the second floor 
of the Terre Haute House in what had been one of the smaller 
ballrooms. On Jan. 1, 1970, The Aero Club merged with the old 826 
Club and that organization's clubrooms on the eighth floor of the 
Terre Haute House were taken over for three years. The club's 
name was then changed to the Aero-826 Club. In 1975, the present 
suite of rooms of the bank building was leased for clubrooms.

“I am responsible ...” begins the printed motto of 
Alcoholics Anonymous, displayed on the second floor 
office wall. 

“... When anyone, anywhere, reaches out for 
help, 1 want the hand of Alcoholics Anonymous 
always to be there. 

“And for that: I am responsible.” 

By picking up the telephone, individuals dialing 
234-0827 may clasp that hand. 

The 24-hour service begun Aug. 10 is ‘‘not counsel- 
ing or anything like that over the phone,” says 
Sondra G., AA member. 

The live telephone answering service, operated for 
area residents by AA volunteers, answers inquiries 
for individuals seeking help. 

“Anyone who has a drinking problem and feels he 


or she needs help may call,” Sondra explained. “The 
purpose here is to answer that call and refer them 
m AA member” who will talk or visit with the 
caller. 


Calls are answered by one to two AA members 
having some length of general sobriety and a 
working knowledge of AA. Anonymity is'the by-word 
for AA, and those using the telephone service are 
assured of being so protected. s 


The service is entirely self-supporting and staffed 
by volunteers at 641 Ohio St. 

The seven-day-a-week service is not a “hot line.” 
Its purpose is “to carry the AA message,” says 
Linda R., another member.

The first Alcoholics Anonymous 
chapter in Terre Haute is said to 
have begun around November 
1947, when Don (not his real name) 
bought the text “Alcoholics 
Anonymous” from another man. 

After Don read the text, it is said 
he never took another drink. 

That was the beginning of the 
Friday night “central group” which 
then met at the YMCA, according 
to a local spokesperson who 
preferred to remain unnamed. 

Today, Alcoholics Anonymous 
has 21 meetings weekly in Terre 
Haute and 32 meetings weekly in 
the Wabash Valley area, which 
includes Crawfordsville, Greencas- 
tle, Rockville, Linton, Brazil, 
Sullivan, Linton, and Marshall and 
Paris, Ill.

In describing the purpose of 
meetings, the AA veteran referred 
to point five of The Twelve Tradi- 
tions: “Each group has but one 
primary purpose ... to carry its 
message to the alcoholic who still 
suffers.” 

Meetings are both open 
(showcases) or closed (workshops). 
When a group first forms, those 
attending decide whether it will be 
open or closed, with the latter 
meaning only members can attend. 

The AA member said he drank 
for 22 years, from age 16 to 38. 
Today, he is 60 and still attends 
about two or three meetings a 
week. When he first joined in 1963, 
he attended an average of six a 
week. 

Now he devotes a lot of time to 
helping others who need and want 
the support of Alcoholics 
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Anonymous. 

He said he was involved in nine 
automobile accidents and was ar- 
rested once for driving under the 
influence, although his license was 
never taken away. “Fortunately, I 
never hurt anyone.” 

The man noted that he probably 
wouldnt have lived if he had 
continued to drink. And in order to 
quit, he needed the help and 
support of a group with which he 
could identify. He said he was first 
attracted to AA because two men 
with whom he did business had 
also joined. One of them later 
became his “sponsor,” someone he 
could confide in, and someone who 
would tell him the error of his ways 
in drinking. 

“Sometimes, you have to hurt to 
help,” the man said. “A sponsor 
tells you the things you need to 
hear.” 

He said most people pick out a 
home group where they feel they 
have a voice. From there, they look 
around for someone they can con- 
fide in — and that someone is their 
sponsor. 

He said there is no way of 
knowing how many local persons 
attend meetings. 

At- meetings a chairman, or 
“trusted servant,” is chosen each 
month. For the most part, “meet- 
ings take care of themselves,” he 
said. There usually are a few 
members who keep things moving. 

Some groups will pick special 
discussion topics. 

The goal of those attending is to 
achieve “contented, happy sobrie- 
ty,” and he said there is a dif- 
ference between being dry and 
being sober. Those who successful- 
ly overcome their drinking problem 
usually have a change of personali- 
ty, he said.

Copies of the proclamation and 
letters as Well as the lawn display 
will be sent to the Vigo County 
Historical Society, the Indiana His- 
torical Society, to Rep.

Memorabilia will also be 
sent to the National Archives in 
Washington, D.C.
